PARIS, Sept. 29 (AP)—Re- 
turns from the most sweeping 
referendum in French history 
today gavé Premier De Gaulle 
a resounding personal triumph | 
and a strong constitution sha a 
new Fifth Republic. 

The Fifth Republic will be 
proclaimed in the official jour- 
mal next Sunday, and France 
will enter into a new, more 
powerful system of govern- 
ment. 

Voters of continental France 
approved the new constitution 
by a margin of almost 4 to 1. 

Complete official tabulations 
in France showed 17,666,828 
yes votes and 4,624475 no 
votes. There was a record 
turnout of 84.9 per cent of 
France’s registered voters.

1. A much stronger presi- 
dent, elected for seven years 
by an. enlarged electoral body.

2. A premier appointed by 
the president, but responsible 
to Parliament.

5. A constitutional council to 
interpret the constitution in 
somewhat the same fashion as 
the United States 
Court. - 
Setbacks for Reds.

Ruling by Missouri’s

JEFFERSON CITY. Sept 20 


—The Missouri Supreme Court 
today upheld the constitution- 
ality of the anti-strike pro- 
visions of the King-Thompson 
Act, but declined to rule on 
other sections of the law. 

In an opinion written by 
Judge Clem F. Storckman and 
concurred in by all the other 


+ judges of the court en banc, 


the court declined to rule, on 
the constitutionality of those 
sections of the law pertaining 
to penalties to be imposed 
upon unions, union officers and 
members who participate in a 
strike prohibited by the law. 

The constitutionality of these 
sections, as well as one pre- 
scribing penalties for compa- 
nies engaging in a lockout, are 
expected to be raised in con- 
nection with an appeal in 
another case in aKnsas City. 
Result of Strike in 1956 
The suit challenging the con- 
stitutionality of the act grew 
out of a 13-day strike by em- 

oyes of Laclede Gas Co, in 
Re Louis in’ July 1956. 

It was brought before the 
Supreme Court on appeal from 
a ruling handed down by Cir- 
cuit Judge Ivan Lee Holt Jr. 
of St. Louis in which Judge 
Holt ruled against three union 
locals representing employes of 
the gas company. He granted 
an injunction sought, by the 
state against further, continua- 
tion of a strike of 2200 Laclede 
employes, who returned to 
work. 

At the same time, Judge 
Helt denied the petition of the 
three gas worker unions, seek- 
ing a declaratory judgment 
holding the King-Thompson 
law unconstitutional. Attor- 
neys for the three locals of 
the Oil, Chemical and Atomic 
Workers’ International Union 
appealed. 

The Supreme Court took the 
case under advisement last 


January, following filing of 
briefs. 
Attorneys for the union 


asked the high court, in their 
brief, to declare the anti- 
utility-strike law unconstitu- 
tional and to reverse the lower 
court’s ruling granting the in- 
junction sought by the gas 
company. 

They contended the law, 
enacted by the Missouri Legis- 
lature in 1947, is in conflict 
with the National Labor Rela- 
tions act and amendments to 
it, and contravened provisions 
of the federal and state consti- 
tutions. ~ 

The state law, they said, was 
unconstitutional and void in 
all its provisions because it 
was an teemept “to legislate 
and regulate in an area fully 
pre-empted by federal law.” 

Counsel for the state con- 
tended the King-Thompsgn Act 
was a Valid enactment “de- 
signed to protect the health 
and safety of citizens of Mis- 
souri in emergency situations.”

WASHINGTON,’ Sept. 29 
(AP)—The Soviet Union's high- 
er education chief said yester- 
day 82 per cent of Russia's 
college students get a scholar- 
‘ship or stipend, which is paid 
by the state. 

Vyatcheslav Elutin, Soviet 
minister of higher education, 


said the scholarships range 
from 300 to 700 rubles a month 
—$75 to $175 under the official 
exchange rate. The amount de- 
pends on which college a stu- 
dent attends and in what year 
he is. 

Who gets the scholarships, 
Elutin said, depends on who 
asks for them, who needs them 
and how good they are in their 
studies. 

Elutin said the United States 
and Russia will exchange 20 
college students apiece this 
year “and if we find this is 
a good thing, we are going to, 
of course, expand the pro- 
gram.”

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Treasury Is Seeking New 
“Ways to Finance Public Debt

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29 — 
Secretary of the Treasury 
Robert B. Anderson has begun, 
an interisive drive to find new 


ways of financing the public 
debt. 

He has appealed for help 
from the Treasury's regular ad- 
visory committees of invest- 
ment bankers, commercial and 
savings bankers, and insurance 
company executives and he has 
asked for recommendations 
from the Federal Reserve sys- 
tem and a large number of in- 
dividual experts as well. 

All recommendations will go 
direct to the Treasury where 
Anderson and his staff will be 
free to choose the suggestions 
that seem promising. There 
will be no over-all committee 
to sift the proposals and make 
a formal report. 

Treasury officials.are dis, 
posed to believé that the stu- 
dies will lead to some useful 
but undramatic changes in the 
financing methods the Govern- 
ment uses to carry its huge 
228 billion dollar public debt. 

Would Cut Refunding Job. 

The Treasury is anxious to 
place a larger part of the debt 
in non-bank hands and to cut 
its refunding operations to 
more manageable size. In fiscal 
1959, which began last July 1, 
Anderson has been faced with 
the task of borrowing about 
six billion dollars of new cash, 
refunding 49 billion dollars of 
maturing securities, and refi- 
nancing just under two billion 
dollars of three-month bills 
every week.

Foreign languages have for decades been 
| : to the educational backwaters of 
the ted States. It is not to be doubted 
that the United States is, as Marion B. Fol- 
som, then Secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare, said in 1957, “probably weaker in 
foreign language abilities than any other ma- 
jor country in the world.” : 

The Modern Language Association made a 
study of the linguistic deficiency in American 
schools in the 1920s but the report did not 
receive the attention it merited. It took 
years of ‘hammering away by the small lan- 
guage groups, the educators, the firms with 
business interests abroad and those who knew 
the deficiencies of the State Department be- 
fore the pressure was felt sufficiently. in 
Congress. 

Of the 5000 American diplomats and tech- 
nicians stationed in the Middle East, it is said 
less than 5 per cent speak or understand 
Arabic. They employ interpreters. Russians 
in the same capacities practically all use 
Arabic. 

Of the 50 languages in which the world 
struggle is being carried on, according to Dr. 
Menahem Mansoor, Chairman of Semitic Stud- 
ies at the University of Wisconsin, not more 
than 10 are being currently taught in the 
United States. There are more than 650,000; 
000 Chinese and more than 200,000,000 Rus- 
sians but these tongues are seldom taught 
even in the colleges and universities. 

An estimated 10,000,000 Russians are study- 
ing English today as compared with 8000 
Americans studying Russian. According to 
the United States Office of Education, 45 per 
cent of all secondary school and 65 per cent 
of all college students in the U.8.8.R. study 
English while in the United States only. 18 
high schools and one out of 10 colleges of- 
fered Russian during the 1957-58 term. 

The measure that Congress has just passed 
supplies money to be matched by state funds 
and used to help overcome the linguistic 
backwardness of this country. Wisely used 
it can do three things: (1) Introduce Russian 
language courses in school systems across 
the country; (2) initiate foreign language 
study in elementary grades where languages 
are best learned; (3) establish penguage

“laboratories” modeled on the intensive 
procedures of the armed services rapid lan- 
guage courses. 

It is up to local school committees over the 
country, the alumni, the parent-teacher asso- 
ciations, and the mothers and fathers of the 
children to demand that the money available 
be used to strengthen the foreign language 
program from the grades through the univer- 
sities, For the responsibility for our back- 
wardness goes back to a public indifference 
that long ignored the pressing need for the 
United States to be better able to communi- 
cate clearly and understandably with the rest 
of the world. 


The South Is Changing 


That industrialization is changing the South 
was indicated again when the Southern Gov- 
ernors’ Conference called on President Eisen- 
hower to restrict imports, especially textiles 
and oils.” “Once such a resolution would been 
taken for granted if adopted in New England, 
but the South would have been expected to 
raise the banner of free trade. 

Then the South was selling raw materials, 
chiefly cotton, and buying fabricated goods 
for which it did not jwant to pay a tariff-in- 
flated price. Now it is happy to have its in- 
dustries “protected” by a tariff wall. What 
the South should learn ig that high tariffs 
provide little protection in the long run. They 
create an artificial and expensive sityation 
better-avoided by a policy. of reciprocal trade. 

But if the South’s change of view is dis- 
couraging so fares trade is concerned, it is 
encouraging to have further evidence that in- 
dustry is breaking down sectionalism, that it 
is making the Southern point of view more 
akin to the national outlook in many fields.

Not So Massive 


Gov, -Faubus has won his inevitable vic 
tory for segregation at the polls in Little 
Rock, but the results of Saturday’s referen- 
dum do not make his “massive resistance” 
look quite as massive as he claimed. 

The Arkansas Governor needed an over- 
whelming vote to shore up his last-ditch de- 
fiance of the Federal Constitution and courts. 
He needed it especially because the referen- 
dum was in reality a sham—there is no 
means by which local citizens can vote down 
a Supreme Court decision. And Gov. Faubus 
got a vote of 19,470 against integration and 
7565 for it. 

If this had been an election on some less 
controversial issue, the results could be con- 
sidered overwhelming enough. But when the 
so-called Southern way of life is alleged to 
be at stake, we think it is surprising that 28 
per cent of the voters of the Arkansas capital 
would vote flatly for school integration. A 
minority, but a sizable minority, has spoken 
for law and common sense in Little Rock. 

Moreover, this is a minority which should 
grow. Some 16,000 students have now been 


shut out of schools’ closed to prevent integra- 


tion in Arkansas and Virginia. The issue no 


longer is simply integration vs. segregation; 
it is public schools vs. closed sehools. How 
would the South vote on that?

At the time, and for years 
afterward, you could have bet 
dollars against doughnuts that 
Stengel never again would be 
permitted to set foot on the 
hallowed turf at 16Ist street 
and River avenue in New 
York’s Bronx, much less get 
on the Yankee payroll. 


But history moves in strange 
and shifting eddies. And, in 
1958 with another Yankee pen- 
nant tucked away, Stengel not 
only is with the Yankees (and 
on their payroll to the extent 
of $100,000 a year), He is the 
Yankees. 

He is still the clown, still the 
character, still the vaudevillian 
with an uncanny eye and ear 
for showmanship. His antics 
are such that he can grab more 
newspaper space with a single 
grunt than his heroes on the 
field can muster with derring 
do in an entire afternoon. 

But, above all else, Stengel 
is a genius in a business that 
produces few genuine geniuses. 

He can remember almost 
everything about his nearly 50 
years in the game, down to the

—total recall and incredible in- 
tuition — he is generally con- 
sidered to be the most bril- 
liant tactician and the most re- 
markable judge of talent in 
the history of the game.

Although he joined the 
Yanks fresh from the Oakland 
truimph, he seemed hardly 
equipped to step into baseball’s 
most coveted managerial post. 


If Yankee diehards had for- 
gotten the nose-thumbing in- 
cident they were fully aware 
of Sténgel’s’ reputation as a 
buffoon and a managerial medi- 
ocrity. Further, there was the 
hostility he faced from fans 
and sports writers alike over 
the cavalier dismissal of Bucky 
Harris as Yankee manager 
after the 1948 season, when the 
club finished third. 


But Stengel had a fairy god- 
father of sorts in George Weiss, 
the Yankee general manager, 
who had known Casey since 
they were rival executives in 
the Eastern League in the 
1920s and had been impressed 
with him even when his teams 
were getting their lumps. 

Stengel won a pennant and 
the World Series in his first 
season at the Yankee helm. 

In 10 seasons, he has brought 
the. ,Yankees nine pennants 
(Cle¢eland beat him -in 1954 
with an all-time high of 111 
victories) and six world titles. 
He captured five series in a 
row, a feat likely to go un- 
equaled for many years. Mc- 
Graw won 10 pennants, and 
Joe McCarthy, a predecessor 
as Yankee manager, nailed 
seven world championships, 
but their records were com- 
piled over a wider span of 
years. 


Having gathered the emolu- 
ments (such as hard cash, real 
estate and oil wells) that come 
with success, Stengel is at an 
age when he should be think- 
ing of retirement. He was 67

IN STENGEL’S colorful and 
zany baseball career historians 
frequently are hard put to sep- 
arate fact from fiction. 


Legends sometimes grow 
hoary as the years go by. In 
Stengel’s case, they have grown 
more and more awesome, and 
it is small wonder that thé 
present generation of baseball 
fans is inclined to snort dis- 
belief when some of his ex- 
ploits are recounted. 

Still, they are part of the 
record, It's a record Casey has 
helped shape himself, for there 
is not a more gifted raconteur 
or pantomimist in the game. 


Appropriately enough, Casey 
cast the shadow of a jester the 
very first time he appeared on 
a major league diamond. He 
had played most of the 1912 
season with Montgomery, Ala., 
in the Southern Association, 
but toward the end of the sum- 
mer Brooklyn summoned him 
to the big time. 

The story is that he had 
trouble finding the ball park 
and he wasn’t in the clubhouse 
more than 15 minutes before he 
lost a double sawbuck in a dice 
game. But if Stengel acted 
like a Rube getting to the 
arena, he assumed an entirely 
different complexion on the 
field. 


Batting lefthanded, which 
is his natural stance, he sin- 
gled the first time, the sec- 
ond time, the third time and 
the fourth. Even to the lowly 
Pittsburgh Pirates, whom the 
Brooklyns were playing, this 
was callow effrontery, and 
they dared Stengel, on his 
fifth appearance at the plate, 
to bat righthanded. Stengel 
nonchalantly walked to the 
other side of the plate — and 
drew a base on balls from 
the nettled Pittsburgh pitch- 
er. 


The brash pattern Stengel 
set that afternoon was to stay 
with him the rest of his play- 
ing days. He was a whale of a 
ball player throughout his big 
league career, too, but he was 
first and always a maverick 
and a clown, 

He was also a battler. So elo- 
quent are the Yankees as ex- 
ponents of the. game of base- 
ball that Stengel, in his 10 sea- 
sons as manager, rarely has 
had to resort to shenanigans 
on the field to win a game. But 
it was a different story fwhen 
he was managing in the mi- 
nors. 

While running the Toled@ 
club in the American Associa- 
tion from 1926 through 1931, 
there were at least three occa- 
sions when gendarmes had to 
be summoned to keep him un- 
der control. 

He once incited fans to at- 


tack an umpire. Another time | 


he rushed into the stands to 
squelch a customer who had 
been riding him. And on one 
occasion he had to be escorted 
from the park by police after 
clouting the opposing third 
baseman. 

Stengel hasn’t resorted to 
violence for years, but he did 
revert to form a couple of 
years ago when he upended a 
newspaper photographer at the 
Yankee training camp in St. 
Petersburg, Fla,
